Gophers Carry 
Sylvatic Plague 


Mr. W. E. Thompson, 
Secretary-Treasurer, 

Municipal District, Bow Valley No. 40 
Strathmore,, Alberta. 

Dear Sir; 

As we have tound sylvatie plague 
infection in gophers in certain parts 
of the province we would like to solic- 
it your assistance in bringing to the 
attention of the residents of your dis- 
trict the following information; 

It is possible tor plague to be pre- 
sent in gophers in any area, and the 
only way its presence can be determin- 
ed is through the collecting and ex- 
amining of gophers; therefore, it is 
recommended that persons” refrain 
from handling gophers in any area in 
the province. 

The only way that plague can be 
controlled is through the destruction 
of gophers and their fleas. We recom- 
mend that farmers and others through- 
out the province should carry on a 
systematic gopher control campaign. 
This campaign will not only protect 
their crops but also their health. 

We recommend shooting, trapping, 
aid poisoning as control methods. We 
do not approve the paying of a bounty, 
as such a practice encourages persons 
to handle gophers.

PRICE, JUSTICE AND THE FARMER 
By H. G. L. Strange 


———G-——_—_ 
The Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, min- 


ister of Labour, has just issued an op- 
en letter to Canadian workers which 
shows how well the prices of agricult- 
ural products have been held down so 
that the workers could have cheap 
food. Mr. Mitchell shows that the 
prices of butter, eggs, sugar, bread and 
milk today average 46.5% less than 
they were in the year 1920, after the 
first Great War. The Minister further 
informs labour that prices cannot be 
kept under control unless wages, too 
are kept down. 

Mr. Mitchell, however, omits one 
important figure in his statement 


which shows that wages, which gov- 
ern the cost of the things farmers and 
others have to buy, have NOT been 
kept down; for the fact is that today, 
according to the official statistics of 
the Government, the average hourly 


rates of industrial labour have actually 
risen by 30% from the year 1920. So 


we see that while the prices of farm 
products, which labour enjoys, are to- 
day 46.5% lower than they were in 
1920, yet the hourly wages that indus- 
trial labour has received are actually 
30% higher than in 1920. This, of 
course, is an injustice to our farmers, 
and it is no wonder that farmers and 
their true friends are beginning to as- 
sert that farmers are justly entitled to 
price increases for their wheat and 
other products that will bring these 
prices somewhere near the level of the 
hourly wages now enjoyed by indust- 
rial labour.

HELPFUL HINTS ON PRODUCING 
FLAXSEED 


—— 
Noting the favourable price of flax 


seed in relation to that of other grains, 
the Experimental Farm, 
Brandon, Man., gives some pointers on 
seeding flax in the West. Flax is a 
more risky crop to grow than the oth- 
er grains so that all precautions 
should be taken to see that the crop 
gets off to a good start. 

Flax competes poorly with weeds 
and should be sown only on land 
known to be relatively free of weeds. 
Only highly clean seed, preferably Re- 
gistered or Certified, should be used. 
Breaking or summerfallow has been 
usually recommended for flax in 
Western Canada, but in recent years 
more and more flax is being grown on 
well prepared stubble. Stubble land i 
warmer than summerfallow and

There seems to be some heartburn- 


ing over the fact that some farmers 
with wheat in their bins are not partic- 
ularly anxious to deliver it to the el- 
evators; that some other farmers with 
fat cattle are not delivering them to 
the stockyards; that some other farm- 
ers are not raising as many hogs as 
they did in 1944 and that some farmers 
have quit milking cows. Some people 
talk as if this was a totalitarian 
country and we should send the S. S. 
police out to the farms and force the 
producers to turn over their produce. 

But few of these critics were wor- 
rying much about the farmers in the 
1930’s when they were selling wheat at 
20 cents a bushel and using butter to 
grease the axles of their wagons and 
Bennett buggies. 

For years we have preached the or- 
derly marketing of wheat and now 
wheat in the bin is as good as gold in 
the bank. Farmers who are holding 
wheat because they do not need the 
money are merely carrying out this 
advice. It is true that the world needs 
more wheat and more beef, but we 
haven't noted that the shortages of 
other goods and service have prevent- 
ed people from going on strike or 
with-holding goods from the market 
until the prices went up. 

Farmers are not on strike. They 
are working long hours in the face of a 
shortage of labor to sow the 1946 crop. 
They do not know whether labors will 
bring reward or not. That is in the 
lap of the Weather Man. But at least 
they are “in there trying”, and that 
can't be said of every other depart- 
ment of Canada’s economic life.

Stubble land also has often been found 
to require less tillage in the spring to 
kill weeds than dirty summerfallow. 
Clean summerfallow, on the other 
hand is excellent for flax. 

Flax should be sown as soon as the 
soil has warmed up. Cold soil retards 
emergence of the flax crop and gives 
weeds a chance to get ahead. As a rule 
flax sown between May 10 and May 24 
has given the best results. Flax should 
be sown shallow, not deeper than 1% 
inches, in moist firm soil which is 
comparatively free from trash. Poor 
stands are often the result of seeding 
too deep in loose soil.
